EMERGENCY CONSTRUCTION FOR 
THE ARMY

ACK in July of this year the Quarter- 

master Corps, keenly aware of its 
great responsibility in the extensive 
peacetime program of national defense 
the United States was about to embark 
upon, assumed its task as a profound 
privilege. Long before this the officers 
of the Quartermaster Corps had taken all 
steps Which they were authorized to take 
fo prepare for just such an emergency 
we were now confronted with. 

(a) Complete plans and specifications 
of the type of buildings required had been 
prepared and were ready in connection 
with the War Department’s mobilization 
plan. 

(b) Location for the great majority of 
places where units were to be assembled 
had already been chosen. 

(c) Surveys of lumber and materials 
had long since been made and had been 
revised and brought up to date in order 
to take advantage of funds as soon as 
they were made available. 

Sut we must bear in mind that we have 
set out to accomplish a job which for 
size and importance has no parallel in 
our peacetime history. In fact, in many 
Ways, it exceeds the construction pro 
gram of the World War days. 

Briefly to give some conception of the 
volume of construction now under way, 
or about to be initiated, I might say in 
round figures the Construction Division 
of the Quartermaster Corps is at this 
moment charged with the expenditure of 
$1,147,000,000.. This naturally has a 
favorable reaction on the Building Indus- 
ry, and I believe it reflects an upward 
trend in all forms of business. 

The Construction Division now has 278 
separate and distinct projects underway, 
Which are pretty well distributed over 
the country. Of these, six projects exceed 
$20,000,000 each, ten exceed $10,000,000 
each, forty run between five and ten mil- 
lions each, and the remainder range be 
tween a few thousand dollars up to five 
million dollars. 

Twenty-three projects are purely Man 
facturing Plants, fourteen are Storage 
Projects, and 241 are for troop housing. 
Of troop housing projects, seventy-one 
are Air Corps training establishments, 
16 are enlargements to existing estab- 
lished Army Posts, and sixty-four con 
‘ist entirely of new camp sites being 
constructed on leased ground, or where 
new reservations are being purchased 
outright, 

I believe at this particular hour, with 
the machinery of the Draft Act going in- 
'0 action, most of us are more keenly 
interested in Army Housing. So, per- 
haps, it is fitting that I dwell for just a 
moment on this most important feature 
of the program.

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Revise National Guard 
Induction Schedules 


A revised schedule of National Guard 
induction dates was announced by Secre 
tury of War Stimson of 12 Dec., reveal 
ing delays ranging from one week to two 
and a half months. 


Secretary Stimson pointed out that 
forty posts and camps had been planned 
to care for the National Guard in federal 
service, Of this total 15 are completed on 
time, 10 will be delayed one week, five 
delayed two weeks; one, three weeks; 
two, four weeks: four, five weeks; one, 
two months; and two two and a 
months. 

Reasons for the delay are varied, Mr. 
Stimson said. In the case of the 


projects delays for two and a half months, |

QM Construction Goes 
Under Engineer Officer 


Lt. Col, Brehon B. Somervell, CE, yes- 
terday was ordered to duty in charge of 
the construction division of the Quarter- 
master Corps. Colonel Somervell succeeds 
Brig. Gen. Charles D, Hartman, who en- 
tered Walter Reed General Hospital Wed- 
nesday for observation and treatment 
following a long period of overwork. 

Colonel Somervell formerly was in 
charge of the WPA in New York City but 
recently had been assigned to the In- 
spector General's Department. 

Gen. George Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
stated that delays in some construction 
projects had no bearing on the assign- 
ment of Colonel Somervell, that these de- 
lays had been due to causes beyond the 
control of the construction division. 

The Corps of Engineers has been 
charged by the War Department with 
the direction of all work pertaining to all 
construction at Air Corps Stations (Pana- 
ma excepted) including those now in 
progress. The Quartermaster Corps for- 
merly did this work, This additional duty 
has been assigned to the Corps of Engi- 
neers under the provisions of Section 102, 
Public No, 781, 76th Congress, approved 
% Sept. 1040, which gives the Secretary 
of War authority to allocate to the Corps 
of Engineers any of the construction 
works required to carry out the national 
defense program, 

At his press conference this week Sec- 
retary Stimson was asked if the Corps 
of Engineers would take over any addi- 
tional construction work from the Quar- 
termaster Corps, Ile replied that there are 
no further plans at this time. 

Kixisting Quartermaster fleld organiza 
tions engaged on Air Corps construction 
will be taken over by the Corps of Engi 
neers, except in special instances where 
it may be decided to retain certain em- 
ployees for other urgent duties. In gen- 
eral, commissioned personnel serving as 
Coustructing Quartermasters will not be 
transferred but will be reassigned to other 
Quartermaster construction activities as 
soon as the Air Corps projects have been 
taken over by the Corps of lngineers. 

The Corps of Engineers is a nation- 
wide organization of fifty Engineer Dis 
tricts grouped into twelve Divisions, each 
having a staff of experienced engineers 
and administrative personnel, This organ- 
ization, which has carried on the improve- 
ment of the nation’s harbors and water- 
ways for over one hundred years, and in 
recent years has been in charge of the 
Federal flood control program, is ready 
to assume the additional responsibility 
of supervising construction at Air Corps 
stations, 

The Engineers propose to carry on the 
coustruction program by contract opera 
tions wherever practicable, and the con- 
tracts now in force under the direction 
of the Quartermaster General will, in each 
instance, be transferred to the District 
Kngineer in whose area the work is lo- 
cated, 

Projects will be assigned to Engineer 
Districts as indicated below. Projects 
marked with an asterisk have not been 
started, but the others are under con-

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Editors Hail Modernization of Infantry Tactics, Other Army Advances 
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Approving were the comments provoked by publication of the new Infantry 
Manual, as well as by other developments in Army tactics and equipment. 

“It is apparent from this revision,” comments the Fall River, Mass., Herald News, 
“that conservatism in the handling of armed forces is not going to stand in the way 
of following the new methods learned from the European war, and that is important 
to the preparation for the defense of this country at a time when a new army is about 
to be called up for training.” “Change in Infantry tactics, announced as revolu- 
tionary,” says the Charlotte, N. C., Observer, “means that if America goes to war it 
will not be the war of 1917-18. The revised Infantry manual is based on lessons 
learned from the trouble in Kurope.” Says the Worcester, Mass., 7'clegram, “Refer- 
ence to revolutionary changes in infantry tactics in the United States Army’ is wel- 
come evidence that the lessons from the European war are being learned by America. 
To some extent, Germany’s achievements in the present war have come from her mili- 
tary freshness. The same could not quite be said about her opponents.” 

Observes the Indianapolis, Ind., News, “The War Department's announcement 
of revolutionary changes in infantry tactics helps to contirm the impression that the 
army which the United States is now creating will be the most effective battle force 


in the history of the world.... 


Apparently the War Department is not going to repeat 


the old mistake of going into a new war with an army trained to fight the last war.” 
“The sergeant, the corporal and even the lowly private of the rear rank,” says the 
Washington, D. C., Star, “have assumed a new importance in the United States Army, 
thanks to a revolution in infantry tactics necessitated by the advance of mechanized 
warfare, Our own War Department, intent on profiting from the lessons learned by 


its observers in Europe, has just announced a drastic revision of infantry fighting reg 
ulations, under which there will be a tendency toward decentralization of command jy, 
actual combat, with a corresponding increase of individual responsibility on the part 
of the leaders of small fighting units, including the squad.” 


“Those who are inclined to think that the United States is overlooking any pos 
sibilities in training its men for war,” says the La Crosse, Wis., Tribune and Reno 
Nevada State Journal in similar editorials, “have only to read two dispatches that 
appear in the current news grist. The Cairo dispatch says two more representatives 
of the United States military forces have arrived there to study actual warfare under 


desert conditions. .

JAG Rules On EDO Selections 
The Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy has rendered the following opinion 
affecting engineering-duty-only captains 
considered by selection boards: 

“An engineering-duty-only captain who is 
considered by a selection board and not 
selected as best fitted for promotion may not 
legally be regarded as having ‘failed of selec- 
tion as best fitted’ unless a junior engineer- 
ing-duty-only captain is selected as_ best 
fitted by the same board; and conversely, a 
captain not designated for engineering-duty- 
only who is considered by a selection board 
and not selected as best fitted for promotion 
may not legally be regarded as having 
‘failed of selection as best fitted’ unless a 
junior captain not designated for engineering- 
duty-only is selected as best fitted by the 
same board,” 





Army Policy On Beverages 

The army will continue to sell 3.2 per- 
cent beer on army reservations, unless 
such practice conflicts with local law, 
Maj. Gen. Emory 8S. Adams, The Adjutant 
General, told Rep. Carl Hinshaw this 
week, in reply to a request for a statement 
of War Department policy. 

“War Department regulations and in- 
structions,’ General Adams wrote, “have 
for many years prohibited the sale of or 
dealing in of intoxicating liquors on any 
premises used for military purposes, A 
beverage containing one half of one per- 
cent or more of alcohol by volume, and 
not more than 3.2 percent of alcohol by 
weight, is not deemed intoxicating, and 
the sale of such beverage is authorized by 
Post exchanges located on military reser 
vations in any State or Territory whose 
laws permit such sale within its borders. 
The sale of such beverage is prohibited 
on reservations located within any State 
or Territory whose laws do not permit 
such sale within its borders. 


“It is believed unwise to deny a soldier, 


during his few hours of leisure time, the 
privileges which are enjoyed by other 
citizens. Experience has proven that per- 
mitting the sale of béverages as indicated 
above has accomplished excellent results, 
It has encouraged military personnel to 
remain on the reservation (their home) 
and enjoy refreshments under conditions 
far better than exist and are available to 
them off the reservation. 

“It would be harmful to the men of the 
service to direct a prohibition against 
them that did not apply to other citizens. 
To do this would inevitably lead to in- 
temperance .. . 

“In recent years considerable success 
has been attained in the matter of con- 
trol of the use of intoxicating liquors by 
military personnel through the whole- 





hearted cooperation of responsible citi- | 


zeus in the vicinity of military activities. 
This is not only true in the vicinity of 
permanent post stations, but in the vicin- 
ity of maneuver areas and other points 
of concentration as well. This manner of 
controd has been found to be far more 


effective than strict prohibition, which 
furnishes a fertile field for bootleg opera 
tions.” 





Gens. Drum, Phillipson Praised 


An editorial in a New York paper, 
praising the work of Lt. Gen. Hugh A 
Drum, Commanding General of the First 
Army, and Brig. Gen. Irving J. Phillip 
son, Commanding the Second Corps Area, 
wus inserted in the Congressional Record 
this week by Rep. Culkin, of New York, 

The work of the two officers was lauded 
by Rep. Culkin, who declared, “my con 
gressional district is located in the Se 
ond Corps Area and I have seen at close 
range the high efliciency with which the 
great responsibility of organization and 
training has been carried forward. 

“Lt. Gen. Hugh A, Drum is now in com 
mand of the first field army. General 
Drum is an expert in military science and 
has a full appreciation of the demands of 
modern warfare. Under his leadership our 
soldiers are being trained to the highest 
degree of mental, physical and military 
efficiency. In due course they will be able 
to meet and repel all phases of the blitz 
krieg, whether in the air or on land. 

“Supplementing his efforts, Gen. Irving 
J. Phillipson commands the Second Corps 
Area of New York, New Jersey and Dela 
ware. General Phillipson succeeded Gen 
eral Drum in this position. The collosal 
demands for expansion, quartermaster 
ordnance and organization work now pass 
over General Phillipson’s desk.

The designation of each unit is followed 
by its state, or states, of origin, then its 
training center, and date of induction. 

Secretary Stimson emphasized that the 
induction dates set for all units to be or- 
dered in after 1 Feb., still are tentative 
and may be subject to delays which can 
yot be foreseen at this time. 

Although it is expected that the units 
listed for induction during the month of 
January will be brought in upon the dates 
indicated, there is also a possibility that 
revision may be necessary even in a few 
of these cases. The factors governing the 
final dates selected in every instance will 
he adequacy of shelter and readiness of 
utilities and hospital facilities for the 
men.

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Expand Aviation Cadet Program 

To obtain sufficient candidates for 
Naval pilot training under the program 
which contemplates a total of 25,000 fly- 
ers by 1945, the Navy Department has

NLISTED men in the Coast Guard 
will not receive the benefit of special 


Christmas furlough rates on railroads if | 


a decision of the American Association of 
Railroads is allowed to stand. The asso 
ciation announced this week a reduced 
rate of one cent per mile for enlisted men 
in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps to 
prevail during the Christmas holidays, 
but did not include men in the Coast 
Guard. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, it is 
understood, is taking steps to have the 
Coast Guard included in the rate reduc 


tion granted other military services. 
Under the terms of the basic Act crea 
ting the Coast Guard 28 Jan. 1915, “the 


Coast Guard shall constitute a part of 
the military forees of the United States,” 
and as such would be entitled to all bene 
fits accorded any other branch. 
Commerde-t Sneaks 

Rear Adm. R. R. Waesche, Command 
ant of the Coast Guard, told the Ameri 
ean Merchant Marine Conference and the 
14th annual convention of the Propellor 
Club of the United States at New Or 
leans on 10 Dee., that all steps are being 
taken to put Coast Guard ships and sta 
tions in the best possible condition for 
war service, 

This program, said the commandant, 
means that complements of the units 
must be greatly increased over and above 
the increase required by the additional 
burden thrown on the service by the pres 
ent period of national emergency. He 
said 8.500 additional men are required 
to carry on the present emergency duties 
and bring operating units up to war 
strength. With the inerease the total 
strength will be approximately 22,000 of 
ficers and men, 

The primary funetion of the 
Guard in time of national emergency or 
in time of war, he conclnded, is largely 
an extension or amplification of its peace 
time function, and its value to the Navy 
is due to the experience and training that

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—The high sense of charity the American people have for humanity 
in distress was expressed this week in the announcement of a “National Committee 
on Food for the Five Small Democracies,” organized by ex-President Hoover. Out- 
standing in the membership of this Committee is General Pershing. The General 
also has endorsed La Secour Francaise, an organization headed by Mrs. Seton Porter, 
formerly Mrs. Herman G. Harjes, which through a Committee of Quakers, purchases 
powdered milk in Switzerland, and distributes it among French children. 


The Hoover Committee, in a statement announcing its formation, predicted that 
before the next harvest there will be in Finland, Norway, Holland, Belgium and 
Central Poland a tragic problem of the loss of lives of millions of children, of women 
and men, and the aftermath of a stunted and diseased generation. Finland is de- 
scribed as already suffering, because of the loss of agricultural areas to Russia and 
the destruction from its war. Central Poland likewise will have insufficient food 
because of Russian annexation of its agricultural areas. Norway, Holland and Bel- 
gium always have imported a large part of their bread grains from overseas, It 
is still 9 months before the next harvest is available. A disastrous shortage of 
fats and food for children is forecast for Finland, Norway, Belgium and Poland. 
Holland is killing its animals for lack of feed. 

Despite this statement of conditions, which are confirmed by the Finnish and 
other Ministers, the late Lord Lothian, the British Ambassador, gave notice before his 
death that his government would not permit passage of food through the blockade, 
und asserted that the risk of starvation is “greatly exaggerated.” He insisted his Gov- 
ernment had been unable to discover any scheme of distribution by neutral authorities, 
which in the light of the Nazi record, could provide guarantees against the strengthen- 
ing of the German war potential, or for the use of German troops of occupation. Under 
the Hoover plan, two weeks supply of imported food would be the maximum inside 
the occupied countries at any one time. Such a stock of from 120,000 to 150,000 tons, 
even if it were all seized, would be less than three days’ food supply for Germany, 
and this could have no importance in prolonging the war, Further, if it were estab- 
lished that indigenous food was being taken by the Germans, importations would 
be instantly stopped. 

The British Ambassador contends that responsibility for feeding the conquered 
peoples rests upon Germany. Agreeing there is some basis for this claim, it is 
pointed out that lifting the blockade for limited food supplies would convince these 
peoples that Britain with due regard for her own interests and the principles for 
which she is fighting, is desirous of making their lot less terrible. Moreover, the 
expectation that France would be included in the American relief, would induce 
French colonists having relatives in the Mother Country, to insist upon greater 
support for the de Gaulle movement and its British Ally. 

It will be recalled that during the World War, Mr. Hoover, with the full coopera- 
tion of the British Government, created a neutral organization, which collected funds 
in the United States, and dispatched food through the blockade for distribution 
among the 10,000,000 people of Belgium and Northern France. This work was 
accomplished to the entire satisfaction of the Allied and Associated Powers, and 
received German cooperation. As many as a thousand American officers were de 
tailed by General Pershing in connection with this work. As a result not only was 
counter propoganda against Britain arrested, but deep gratitude was displayed 
toward the United States. 

Admiral William V. Pratt, USN-Ret., writing for Newsweek, points out that to 
win the war it is not enough to bolster British morale and beat down that of the 
Nazis. “Another objective,” he opines, “must be to sustain the lives and build up the 
morale” of the conquered peoples. He argues they must be fed, “or, in addition to 
hating the Nazis, they will also hate the British, whose blockade wil) prevent even 
the minimum necessary to sustain life from reaching them.” 


Besides this matter of food for starving Europe, which, according to Secretary 
Iiull is an open question so far as the Government is concerned, there is pending 
a proposal for the Red Cross to dispatch 10,000 tons of wheat to Spain. If assured 
that the Madrid Government would not participate in the war, the wheat would 
leave at once for distribution among the Spanish people. While General Franco 
is continuing to talk belligerently about recovering the territory which he claims 
was unjustly wrested from his country—-he refers to Spanish claims in North Africa 

he is apparently waiting upon the results of the pressure Germany is applying to 
Marshal Petail and General Weygand. Our authorities regard it as the part of 
wisdom to defer decision upon the wheat proposal until it is definite that Spain will 
continue her status of non-belligerency. 


The relations of the United States and Japan suffered greater tension this week 
as a result of a press interview given by Foreign Minister Matsuoka, and the instant 
application of further economic pressure upon the Far Kastern Empire by the Wash- 
ington Government. Apparently endeavoring to mollify American opinion, Matsuoka 
explained that before attacking the United States, his Government would have to 
determine whether or not we or Germany had inaugurated war against each other. 
This was accepted as an indirect notice to us to refrain from joining Britain in 
the war. The proclamation issued by the President, which followed the appearance 
of the interview, placed iron ore, ferro alloys, and certain iron and steel manu- 
factures and semi-manufactures under export license requirements, Already, under 
what is in effect an embargo are airplanes and parts, aviation gasoline, scrap iron and 
steel, etc. The expansion of the licensing system necessarily will further restrict 
Japan’s war material manufacture, and will be help to the Chinese. It is gratify- 
ing to the Russians, who were rudely awakened by the Japanese pact with Wang- 
Ching-wei, from their dream of a new order which would include the major part 
of China under Soviet control. To show Japan its displeasure, Moscow not only 
announced it would continue to supply Chiang-Kai-Chek, but advised the United 
States that it could reopen the Consulate at Vladivostock. The developments in 
the Far East and in connection with Spain, have checked Hitler’s plans for a conti- 
nental European and Asiatic alliance against Britain, and, perhaps, played a part 
in the correction he made of his “lick the world” speech to German munitions 
workers on Tuesday. The correction was that German capacity for work would 
enable defeat of any power in the world. To put the matter in another way, Hitler 
and Matsuoka both seem to find it necessary to deny that they have any immediate 
intention to attack America. 





Rearrangement of Corps Areas—-Transfer of the State of Wyoming from the Ninth 
Corps Area to the Seventh Corps Area, as announced in the ARMY AND Navy Journa, 
last week, was done to simplify the training of Regular Army units at Ft. Francis B, 
Warren, Wyo., and bring the Seventh Corps Area Headquarters, which is Omaha, 
Nebr., geographically closer to Ft. Francis E. Warren than when Army installations 
in the State of Wyoming were controlled from the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif, 
Headquarters of the Ninth Corps Area. It will now be simpler and less expensive to 
handle R.O.T.C, summer training under the Seventh Corps Area than was the case 
heretofore. Supply will be simplified by the transfer, and traveling distance will be 
less from the Seventh Corps Area for Inspectors and for enlisted men attending 
Corps Area schools. 

The States now embraced in the Seventh Corps Area are: Missouri, Kansas, 
Arkansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakota and Wyoming, 
The States embraced in the Ninth Corps Area are Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Utah, Nevada, California and part of Arizona. The Territory of Alaska js 
attached to the Ninth Corps Area. 


Naval Observatory—A new publication, The American Air Almanac, has beep 
issued by the U. 8. Naval Observatory. This new special American Almanac for 
Aviators is dated 1 Jan. 1941, and will be issued for each year thereafter, in addition 
to the publication of the American Ephemeris and Nautical Almanac, and the Ameri- 
can Nautical Almanac. It is being published in three volumes— Volume I will cover 
from 1 Jan. to 30 April, Volume II from 1 May to 31 Aug., and Volume III from 1 Sept. 
to 31 Dee. 

In announcing this new publication, Capt. Julius F. Hellweg, USN-Ret., superin 
tendent of the Naval Observatory, stated: “This year the three volumes will be issued 
separately inasmuch as we were unable to complete all the volumes at once, but in sub- 
sequent years the three volumes will be issued simultaneously. In order to distinguish 
between the three volumes, the plastic binding of Volume I will be red; the binding of 
Volume II, white; and the binding of volume III, blue. Although this new Air Al 
manac has been arranged primarily for the convenience of aviators, it will be equally 
available for all navigators, scientists and others, and will be accurate for all except 
the most precise scientific calculations. All the astronomical data required for any one 
day is shown on a single sheet, a. m. on the right hand page and p. m. on the reverse 
side. After the calendar day has passed that sheet may be torn out or filed away, 
thereby placing the information for the current day’s navigation always on the 
front page.” 


Special Ships for Navy—Bids for constructing two marine transports were asked 
by the Maritime Commission last week, with opening date set for 23 Dec. At the 
same time it was learned that Maritime Commission architects have designed a small 
gasoline tanker for Navy use. This tanker, smaller than the tankers already built 
by the commission and acquired by the Navy, would be of value in conveying gasoline 
to the outlying Naval aviation bases now being constructed. Since the ships are not 
intended for duty with the fleet their speed will not be nearly so great as that of the 
present tankers which have bettered 19 knots on trials. The General Board of the 
Navy is now studying the Maritime Commission’s designs and, if they are approved, 
construction of the vessels may soon be undertaken by the commission. 


No details were available on the specifications of the two transports to be built 
for the Marine Corps. The vessels will have the dimensions, roughly, of the mari 
time commission’s C-3 type passenger and cargo ship. A Seattle shipyard has already 
received contracts to build two vessels of this type for use as Army transports. 


Air Corps—Welcome alike to alumni and hopeful applicants is the news that the 
Air Corps Engineering School at Wright Field is functioning again. Closed for nearly 
17 months due to the demands of the expansion program, the school was re-opened 
on 1 Aug. for the regular twelve-months course. Brig. Gen. O. P. Echols is the com 
mandant, and Capt. A. R. Maxwell, assistant commandant. The key personnel are 
back again: Mr. Ezra Kotcher as professor, and Miss Ruth K. Clark, as secretary. 
An addition to the faculty is scheduled for the near future, an assistant professor who 
will take over the instruction in aircraft engine design and allied theoretical and 
practical subjects. 

The school was limited to six students this year, all former members of the Mate- 
riel Division. They are: Ist Lt. Edward G. Kiehle, Duncan Field; 1st Lt. Ralph L. 
Wassell, Middletown Air Depot; 1st Lts. Evart W. Hedlund and Harold M. Keeffe, 
from Fairfield Air Depot ; and 1st Lts. Elmer FE. McKesson and Bernard A. Schriever, 
from Wright Field. 

In addition to the students at the Engineering School, the following officers are 
pursuing post graduate courses in aeronautical subjects under Air Corps Engineering 
School supervision: Capts. Howard M. McCoy and Carl F. Damberg and ist Lt. 
Charles H. Terhune, jr., at California Institute of Technology; and 1st Lts. Marvin 
C. Demler, Clarence A. Neely, and Harold FE, Watson, at the University of Michiga. 
Of these, Capts. Howard M. McCoy and Carl F. Damberg are graduates of the Air 
Corps Engineering School, and Captain McCoy is doing his second tour at California 
Institute of Technolagy. 

As with many other Air Corps organizations, the program for the year 1941-42 1s 
impossible to predict at this time. It is hoped that the School may continue to ful 
tion and that increased attendance will be possible both at the Engineering School 
and at civilian graduate schools. In any event, all officers interested in either detail 
should submit their applications without delay in accordance with Army Regulations 
350-550. ; 

Recently delivered at Wright Field was a new model of the famous Flyiné 
Fortress, bearing the designation B-17C. This is similar in all respects to its fore 
bears with the exception that instead of blisters, flat turrets increase streamline effects 
and the engines are higher powered. 

Expected shortly are the A-20A (Douglas) light bomber and the YP-43 (Republic) 
pursuit. The A-20A, the first light bombardment airplane under the 5500-plane ¢* 
pansion program, is designed to combine the best features of the attack airplane and 
a light, fast bomber. A mid-wing of all-metal monocoque construction, it is powered 
with two Wright 14-cylinder radial engines and 3-bladed propellers. A crew of three 
mans the airplane which is equipped with two-way radio. The wing span is 61 feet. 
The YP-43 airplane is an all-metal low-wing single-place pursuit and is an improv 
ment of the Republic P-35 which equipped several pursuit squadrons of the GHQ Air 
Force. The YP-43 has a wing span of 36 feet and is equipped with one Pratt and Whit- 
ney 14-cylinder engine. Gross weight is approximately 6900 pounds. 
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Field Artillery—The United States Field Artillery Association will hold its annual 
meeting at the Army and Navy Club, Washington, D. C., on Monday, 16 Dec., at 
4:45 P.M. After a short business meeting at which three members of The Executive 
Council are to be elected, and the annual financial report presented, there will be 
an informal “get-together.” (Refreshments). All members of the association who 
are in or near Washington are urged to attend; all Field Artillery oflicers whether 
or not they are members of the association, are cordially invited to be present. 

Approximately 36,000 acres of land are being leased as an Artillery Firing Range 
on Cumberland Plateau, ten miles south of Spencer, Tenn. The new range is about 
27 miles northeast of Camp Peay, Tenn. No construction is involved, 


Army Bands—The Sth Infantry Band, now stationed at Ft. McPherson, Ga., is to he 
inactivated. Its personnel and equipment will be transferred to Fort Bragg, N. C., 
and used to form the 30th Infantry Band. 





Inauguration Parade—It is expected that the War Department will accede to the 
request of the Inaugural Committee that Maj. Gen. Henry C, Pratt, USA, command 
ing the II Corps, will be assigned to serve as Marshall of the military division of 
the Inaugural Parade and Brig.-Gen. J. N. Greely, USA commanding the Washing- 
ton Provisional Brigade as Chief of Staff of the Committee in Charge of the Inaugural 
Parade. Col. David MeCoach, jr., CE, USA, and Engineer Commission of the District 
of Columbia, is a member of the Executive Committee of the Inaugural Committee. 
Participation in the parade will be limited to federally recognized units. These will 
include the Corps of Cadets, United States Military Academy, and the Regiment of 
Midshipmen of the United States Naval Academy, together with units of the regular 
military and naval establishments not yet designated and a division of soldiers in- 
ducted under the first peace time Selective Service Act. In addition to the military 
division it is expected that a detachment from Civilian Conservation Corps will also 
take part in the parade. 


Ordnance Department— Selection of sonthern Ind’ana just north of the City of 
Madison as a site for the Ordnance Department proving ground supplementing the 
work at Aberdeen Proving Grounds, Md., was announced by the War Department 
on 10 Dee. Agents selected by the Quartermaster Corps have been ordered to proceed 
with the purchase of approximately 50,000 acres. Commissioned officers and about 
800 civilian employees of the Ordnance Department will operate the proving ground. 

Stone & Webster Engineering Corp. of New York City, will design and supervise 
construction of a synthetic ammonia plant at Wilson Dam, Ala. under a contract 
awarded 10 Dee. by the Tennessee Valley Authority. Actual construction will be 
done by the TVA with its own forces. The new plant will be capable of producing 
daily 300 tons of ammonium nitrate, one of the basic ingredients of high explosives. 

About 200 employees, mostly skilled workers, are on duty at Ft. Benning, Ga. 
under the direction of Lt. Col. Raymond Marsh, post ordnance officer, meeting ord- 
nance needs at the fort developed by the expansion of the military population from 
6,500 to 30,000 troops. Among the major items dealt with are approximately 10,000 
small arms, 2,500 machine guns, 150 37-mm guns, 75 Sl-mm guns, 50 60-mm mortars, 
78 75-mm guns, 15 135-mm howitzers, 400 tanks, 75 scout and drmored cars, and 
five ordnance trucks. 

Organization of three permanent ordnance units at Hawaiian Ordnance Depot 
has been announced by the Commanding General of the Hawaiian Department at 
Ft. Shafter, T. Hl. They are the 61st Ordnance Company (ammunition) and the 
@2nd and 68rd Ordnance Company (medium maintenance). 


Coast Artillery—The 54th Ooast Artillery (155mm tractor drawn) will be activated 
at the Galveston Replacement Center in the vicinity of Texas City, Tex., early in 
lebruary, 1941. Enlisted Oadres of this regiment are now being organized from 
personnel of the 76th CA (AA) and 77th CA (AA) regiments, both stationed at Ft. 
jrage, N. C., and will be ordered to the Replacement Center about 1 Feb. 1941. 

Seacoast guns of the harbor defenses of Sandy Hook will hold record firing prac- 
tice from Ft. Hancock from 9 a. m. to 4 p. m. on 16, 17, 18 and 20, Dee., weather 
permitting, it has been announced by Col. Philip S. Gage, 7th CA, commanding at 
Ft. Hancock, N. J. Troops of the fort participated in subcalibre firing on 10, 11, 12, 
and 13, Dee. 

Delaware National Guardsmen stationed at Camp Upton, Yaphank, L. I. are 
participating in CA firing using antiaircraft guns and machine guns at West-Hamp 
ton Beach. Practice began Monday, 9 Dec., and will continue until 31 Jan. 


Army Medical Corps Construction of three cantonment type general hospitals has 
been authorized by the War Department. A 2,000-bed hospital is to be built at 
Atlanta, Ga., and 1,000-bed hospitals are scheduled for Fort Dix, N. J., and Ft. Ben Jja- 
min Harrison, Ind. 


Airplane Test System—Wright Field, Dayton, O.. has originated a new and simpli- 
fled system of making a photographie record of the test performance of all new air 
planes coming to the field in the phase of take-off and landing characteristics over 
a 5S)-foot obstacle. Previous difliculties imposed by the three dimensions involved 
are said to be overcome by the new system which gives a time-space history of the 
complete take-off and landing. Instantaneous positions, velocities and accelerations 
can also be readily determined. 

A permanent record is made which pilots or designers can study over and over 
again. The main piece of equipment is a performance recording camera, which is 
a former gun camera modified at Wright Field to reduce the number of exposures 
from 20 to 8 per second and equipped with a built-in stop watch. Standard 35 mm. 
Strip-film serves further to reduce film cost. 

The only additional equipment employed is an anemometer and 80 large stand- 
flags numbered from 1 to 30. Reports are made separately of each test by the camera 
man, anemometer operator, course observer and pilot of the airplane. These are co 
ordinated to give the complete report, including number of takeoffs, landings, velocity 
and direction of the wind, time, flap position, engine power, etc. 

Continuous shots are taken from a point ahead of actual takeoff to the point 
Where the airplane has reached an altitude of over 50 feet. In landings, the camera 
Picks up the airplane at an altitude of approximately 65 feet and follows it until 
the wheels stop rolling. From start to finish the stop watch automatically makes 
4 time-record on the film with each exposure, 

? Essentially, the 3000-foot course is reduced to a scale drawing onto which the 
images of the plane, marker flags, and stop watch are projected in such a way as 
to make automatically a correction for the angularity of the camera to the course 
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in this method is that the charts show directly, without any calculations, the actual 
horizontal and vertical distances of the airplane from the reference point with the 
time recorded, 


Armored Corps—Studies have been completed looking toward the establishment of 
the Armored Force as another arm of the service. As now constituted the Force is 
composed principally of officers of the Cavalry and Infantry who retain their identity 
us officers of those arms, but who are under the commanding general of the Armored 
Force for training. Development of the Force is under its own general who reports 
directly to the Chief of Staff, no branch chief having anything to do with it. General 
Marshall stated at the time of its establishment that the arrangement was temporary 
nnd that something further may be expected. Awaiting his approval now, it is under- 
stood, are recommendations looking toward amendment of the National Defense Act 
to set up the Armored Force as another arm with officers being commissioned in it. 

Considerable concern has been expressed over the possibility of Maj. Gen, Adna 
Chaffee, commanding general of the Force, retiring, General Chaffee has been in the 
hospital for some time and while he has been improving there is a possibility that he 
may not return to active duty. General Chatfee's relation with the entire development 
of mechanization in the army has been most close, He was on the general staff and 
made the original studies which guided the organization of the old Mechanized Force 
und its subsequent transfer to the Cavalry, At present Maj, Gen, Charles L, Scott, 
commander of the Second Armored Division, is acting commander of the Force and it 
is considered likely that he would be given the higher command should General Chaffee 
not return. Brig. Gen. George Patton is acaing as commander of the Second Armored 
Division. 


Corps of Engineers—The new Eastern Division of the Fortification Section, Corps 
of Engineers, is now a functioning organization whose personnel is rapidly being 
inspected, The new division is charged with construction of the Army’s facilities and 
defenses at the island bases recently leased from Great Britain, Lt, Col, J, D. Arthur, 
jr., is division engineer, with headquarters at Washington, D. C. Detailed as his 
ussistant is Lt. Col. Albert C. Lieber, jr. Several district engineer officers already 
have been set up for the various island bases. At Newfoundland, Lt, Col. P. G, Bruton 
is district ngineer, assisted by Capt. Wright Hiatt. Maj. D. G. White is district engi- 
neer at St. George’s, Bermuda, assisted by Capt. Austin W, Betts. At Trinidad, Maj. 
David A. D. Ogden is district engineer, assisted by Capt, Norman A, Matthias. An- 
other assistant, Capt. Ellsworth B. Downing, was ordered this week to Trinidad, 
At Jamaica, Maj. R. G. Lovett is district engineer, and Capt. C. C, Haug, assistant. 
Other districts will be set up soon in British Guiana, in the Bahamas, on St. Lucia, 
and on Antigua, 


Marine Corps—Creation of a force of civilian guards for Navy Yards, announced 
this week by the Navy Department, is expected to free approximately 2,500 Marines 
for duty in tactical units within a few months, Although Marine Corps headquarters 
has as yet made no plans for utilization of the additional men, it is probable that they 
will go for the most part, not into existing regiments and battalions, but in some of 
the additional units scheduled for activation, One of these additional units, incidently, 
is due for activation within a few weeks, A draft of 1,700 recruits will leave Parris 
Island Recruit Training Depot next week for Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, to join the Ist 
Marine Brigade there, The recruits will be assigned to the 7th Marines, a new infantry 
regiment, the brigade’s second. Future plans call for a third regiment for the brigade 
which would then become a triangular division, patterned on the Army's infantry 
division. 

Also due to go to Guantanamo Bay within a few weeks is the 4th Defense Bat- 
talion, now at Parris Island. This will leave the recently organized Sth Defense 
Battalion at Parris Island, the 3rd Battalion at Honolulu, and the Ist and 2nd Bat- 
talions at San Diego. Meanwhile the 2nd Defense Battalion is now being built up 
to excess strength in officers and men in preparation for the organization of the 6th 
Defense Battalion within the next two or three months, This procedure follows that 
employed at Parris Island, where the 4th Battalion was built to double strength 
and then split, to form the additional 5th Battalion, 

Arrival of the 1,700-man draft at Guantanamo will bring the total of Marines 
at that station to nearly 6,000, 

Creation of the civilian police force announced this week will not relieve all 
Marines from duty at Naval Facilities, since the 5,000-odd men on such details are 
not all on guard duty. The civilian police force will be composed of about 2,500 men 
selected from Civil Service registers, Head of the force is Mr. Jerome Doyle who has 
been appointed to the office of Assistant Secretary of the Navy Forrestal as director 
of the Civilian Police Foree, Mr, Doyle is a former agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, and at the time of his appointment was assistant on the staff of the 
U.S. Attorney for the Southern District of New York. No time will be lost in creation 
of the force so that Marines may be freed for military duty as rapidly as possible, 
The civilian guard force should be functioning nearly completely before the end of 
the winter, 

Failure of the Senate to convene to contirm the appointment of Maj. Gen, Thomas 
Holcomb, Major General Commandant, for another tour of duty in that post, has placed 
Brig. Gen, A. A. Vandegrift in acting command of the Marine Corps. General Holcomb 
is still at Parris Island, inspecting troops and facilities, 


Naval Reserve—Special provisions to accept graduates of other than Class A 
medical schools for commissions in the Organized and Volunteer Naval Reserve 
are outlined in changes to Part H of the Bureau of Navigation Manual published 
this week in BuNay Manual Circular Letter No. 7-40. To the sub-paragraphs of 
articles H-2204 and H-2311, prescribing necessary qualifications for commissions 
the following sentence has been added in each case. “Graduates of medical schools 
not listed as Class A by the Council of Education of the American Medical Associa- 
tion shall be required to submit certification of graduation, including date, signed 
by the dean or registrar of the medical school, and to demonstrate their professional 
qualifications by such written, oral and practical examinations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 

Another change adds chief warrant oflicers to the members of the Naval Reserve 
who may be called to active duty, and amends article H-7102 to provide that 
“No chief warrant officer promoted to other commissioned grade or warrant officer 
promoted to chief warrant officer or other commissioned grade shall suffer any 
reduction of pay by reason of such promotion. All periods during which chief 
warrant officers have held commissions in the Naval Reserve shall be included in

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Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 

llans for the future activities of the 
medical department of the Navy have 
heen completely revised, Rear Adm. Ross 
y, McIntire, (MC), USN, chief of the 
turenu of Medicine and Surgery, states in 
his annual report made public this week. 

“During the year covered by this re- 
port,” Admiral McIntire states, “the 
planning division has been engaged in 
plans relative to future activities of the 
medical department of the Navy which 
have been completely revised in accord- 
ance With directives issued by the oflice 
of the Chief of Naval Operations. The 
integration of these plans with those of 
other Bureaus and Offices of the Navy De- 
pirtment together with those of naval dis- 
tricts has been carried on.” 

Excerpts from Admiral MelIntire’s re- 
port, covering the fiscal year ended, 30 
June 1940, follow : 


Personnel 

“In 30 June 10, the Medical Corps of the 
Navy numbered 875 medical officers, Included 
in this number are 24 acting assistant sur 
geons Who are completing internships in the 
naval hospitals. In addition there were 53 
retired officers of the Medical Corps of the 
Navy and 38 reserve officers of the Medical 
Corps of the Navy on active duty. 

“On 30 June 1940, the Dental Corps of the 
Navy consisted of 275 regularly commissioned 
dental officers. It has been necessary to 
utilize the services of 32 reserve officers and 3 
retired officers on active duty 

“On 30 June 1940, the Nurse num 
bered 440, including 25 nurses authorized by 
the Veterans’ Administration. 

Chief Pharmacists and Pharmacists on 30 
June 1940 nunrbered 141. 

“The allowed strength of the Hospital Corps 
for the fiscal year 1940 was 4,627, which in 
cluded an allowance of 208 for veterans in 
nival hospitals. For the fiscal year 1941, it is 
6866 which includes an allowance of 235 for 
veterans in naval hospitals. 

“The work accomplished by the division of 
physical qualifications and medical records 
shows a steady yearly increase. During the 
fiseal year 1940, 23,097 transcripts of medical 
records were prepared. A total of 7,467 re-

ports of boards of medical examiners and 
boards of medical survey were reviewed, 
Medical records numbering 4 were re 





viewed and passed upon to determine physical 
qualifications of Naval and Marine Corps Re 
servists. A total of 11,375 photostatic copies 
of medical histories were furnished the Vet 
erans’ Administration. 


Hospital Staffs Inadequate 

“The medical department is rendering satis 
factory service and is meeting the additional 
work incident to the limited national emer- 
gency in a very creditable manner. However, 
the medical staffs of most naval hospitals are 
inadequate to properly care for the increased 
patient load and work incident to care of de 
pendents of naval personnel. 

“The division of preventive medicine deals 
with matters relating to hygiene, sanitation 
and industrial medicine, Epidemiological re 
ports are reviewed and recommendations pre 
pared for the administration of communicable 
diseases. The prevention of industrial dis- 
eases and injuries in shore establishments is 
an important phase of the activities of this 
division. In collaboration with the office of 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy (shore 
establishments division) a statistical system 
of reporting diseases and injuries among 
‘lvilian employees in naval establishments 
was instituted during the current fiscal year. 
The division is currently engaged in an epi 
demiological research problem. 

“During the fiseal year 1910, a class of 14 
medical officers completed a condensed basic 
course of 8-weeks’ duration at the Naval 
Medical School, Right hours drill and mili 
tary instruction were also given, Prior to com 
meneing the course at this school, the student 
officers were ordered for 1l-month’s instruc 
Hon in gas warfare at the U. S. Army Arsenal, 
Edgewood, Maryland. 

“During the fiscal year 1940, two classes of 
Student dental officers, 17 and 11 respectively, 
‘ompleted the regular basic course at the 
Naval Dental School, Due to the curtailment 
of the basie course at the Naval Medical 
School, the class of 17 student dental officers 
did not receive military training at the Marine 
Corps Base, Quantico, Va., but were instructed 
in the use of operating field equipment and 
vel military drill at the Naval Medical 

enter, The class of 11 student dental offi 
ers, prior to the beginning of the prescribed 
‘ourse at this school, received 2-weeks’ in 
‘trnetion and practical training in military 
ori, tactics and field service at the Marind 
orps Base, Quantico, Virginia.

Close liaison has been 
maintained with corresponding activities ot 
the National Research Council, other Gov 
ernment facilities, and our leading universi 
ties and institutions. 

“A report of the activities of the Naval Dis- 
pensary, Washington, D. C., during the fiscal 
veor 140. includes the following major items: 
66,841 office calls; 16,240 prescriptions filled; 


9578 house calls; 11,958 physical therapy 
treatments and 9,453 laboratory examina 
tions.””

full preparations may be made prior to their 
induction into the Service. 
Military life is quite different from that to 


which most civilians are accustomed, Habits 
are hard to change and, therefore, the Se 
lectees will be transplanted into this new 


mode of living at easy stages. The Army will 
provide types of amusement similar to those 
that the Selectee has enjoyed at home. There 
are being built and equipped facilities for 
athletic sports, recreation and reading rooms, 
motion picture theatres and buildings that 
may be immediately converted into chapels 
for religious services on Sunday. No oppor- 
tunity is being overlooked to provide for both 
work and play. 

Last July the strength of our Regular Army 
was 250,000 men and our National Guard 225,- 
000, or a total of 475,000 men. To bring these 
units to full strength and to activate neces- 
sury Corps troops and Specialists to weld this 
into a full-fledged Army, it was found it 
would be necessary to call out selectees or ac- 
celerate enlistment to the number of 925,000 
men, making a total of 1,400,000 in all. As 
there was suitable housing for only 300,000 


men, it was evident that housing to accom- 
modate 1,100,000 men would have to be in- 
itiated without delay and pushed to early 


completion. 
In anticipation of appropriations, the War 
Department requested, and, on 31 July 1940 
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the President gave a directive to the Treasury 
placing at the disposal of the War Depart- 
ment $28,500,000 from the President’s Emer- 
gency Fund to prepare a start on the ap- 
proaching program. This money was used to 
initiate construction on the camps for four 
of eighteen proposed National Guard Divi- 
sions, and such utilities as water supply and 
hospitals at other locations selected for the 
concentration of other Divisions of the Na- 
tional Guard. 

Funds for construction incident to housing 
of the National Guard and trainees selected 
under the Selective Service Act were author- 
ized by the Congress on 9 Sept. 1940, in the 
amount of $215,100,030. Since that, additional 
funds have been made available for temporary 
Army Housing bringing the total to $540,000,- 
000 for this purpose. 

Out of funds appropriated the Construction 
Division is building ten large cantonments for 
the Regular Army, six large cantonments for 
the National Guard, two smaller cantonments 
for Antiaircraft Training Centers, twenty-one 
cantonments of various sizes for Replacement 
Centers, twelve large camps for National 
Guard, four smaller camps for Antiaircraft 
Training Centers, thirty Air Corps Training 
Centers and enlargement of facilities at many 
existing Army posts. 

Several of the large cantonments will be of 
such a size as to accommodate two full Divi- 
sions with their auxiliary troops, or in other 
words, something over forty thousand men. 
Work on all but a very few of these projects 
is now in progress and ninety percent of this 
troop housing will have been completed by 
1 March 1941, Due to careful planning T am 
“lad to say, baring unusual severe winter 
weather, these cantonments will be completed 
on or ahead of schedule. 

For Troop housing in these large camps 
where from 20,000 to 40,000 men are comfort- 
ably housed, there is a considerable variety 
in types of construction required. For in- 
stance, ina square Division cantonment camp 
to house 18,000 men, 900 buildings are re- 
quired, made up of 53 distinct types, inelud- 
ing complete hospital installation, ware- 
houses, refrigeration plant, bakeries, laun- 
dries, theatres, recreation buildings, hostess 
houses where the friends of the soldiers may 
be entertained under proper supervision and, 
last but not last, the Guest House where the 
Mother who comes to visit her boy may find 
comfortable shelter for the night. 

Just in passing it might be said that each 
one of the camps require 27,000,000 board feet 
of lumber ; 28,500 squares of roofing material: 
3,840,000 square feet of insulating wall board 
and 873,000 pounds of nails. The procurement 
of this vast amount of material is in itself a 
great undertaking. 

Though the proper housing and training of 
troops is of vital importance, it is equally im- 
portant that they be properly and adequately 
equipped and fed. For this purpose I now 
turn to the other side of the picture and give 
you a brief outline of what the Quartermaster 
Corps is doing in the way of providing facili- 
ties for the manufacture of arms, ammunition 
and equipage, as well as the storage of these 
supplies. 

The present War Department procurement 
objective will insure that a sufficient amount 
of material will be available so that the train- 
ing of the new troops can be conducted on the 
latest and most modern equipment.

There are many other plants underway 
ranging from a million dollars up to five mil- 
lion each. 

It might be of interest to you if I gave a 
brief outline of the general principals gov- 
erning the award of defense contracts: 

The essence of the Preparedness Program 
is the getting of an adequate supply of mate- 
rials of the proper quality in the shortest 
space of time possible. Consideration of price 
nlone is highly important, but in the Emer- 
gency is not governing. 

Speed of delivery of all items on the De- 
fense Program is essential. This means that 
orders should be placed in such a manner as 
to Insure the most efficient use of each par- 
ticular facility from the point of view of the 
program as a whole. 

Proper consideration is given to contribu- 
tory industries to avoid creating underlying 
bottleneck; that once delivery dates are fixed, 
assurance must be given that they will be met 
by the supplies. 

The import of the defense program upon 
the consumers must be recognized, This re- 
lates to such factors as: Ine regards to the 
necessity of protecting civilian needs, proper 
health and housing conditions among em- 
ployees, consideration to possible off-season 
production in order to dovetail the military 
program into production for civilian require- 
ments. 

Undue geographic concentration is avoided. 
Such decentralization relates to factors of 
military strategy as well as avoiding conges- 
tion that will slow down production. 

Financial responsibility of the contractor, 
or material man, considered is closely ex- 
amined, Ability to post a bond does not nec- 
essarily dispose of the problem. A_ prefer- 
ence is often given a firm having experience 
and knowledge of the problem to be con- 
fronted. 

The War Department recognizes that com- 
petitive bidding is the hetter procedure in 
certain types of construction. However, it is 
often impossible to make sure that the re- 
quirements as to speed and fulfillment of the 
contract stipulations will result when con- 
tracts are placed on the basis of price alone 
and are let to the lowest bidder. Therefore, 
in cases where competitive bidding will not, 
in our opinion, fulfill the needs, we have gone 
to the Fixed Fee type of contract. So far there 
have been seventy-eight of this type of con- 
tract negotiated. In selecting these contrac 
tors first consideration is given to the ability 
of the contractor to perform the requirements 
of the contract and secondly to his proximity 
to the project at hand. 

In closing it might be said that in most in- 
stances the materials entering into a project 
are purchased by the Contractor on the site, 
though in a few instances, especially on the 
construction of the large camps, it has been 
found necessary to institute the central pur- 
chase of certain items such as lumber, paint, 
mill work, stoves, ranges, boilers and ice 
boxes. It has been found that this method 
has overcome a false impression of excessive 
demands which arise when quotations are 
called for from many sources. Central pur- 
chasing does give the industry a clear con- 
ception of the picture as a whole and allows 
for adjustment to meet the demand as it 
arises. 

It is not expected that a system of alloca- 
tion with fixed prices will be necessary or 
even considered desirable insofar as concerns 
construction. The Industry, as a whole, has 
worked with the War Department in such a 
satisfactory manner that this Emergency con 
struction is being met with every assurance 
that the building up of our National Defense 
will be accomplished most satisfactorily. We 
all can take pride in feeling we have had a 
part in this vast undertaking, accomplished 
to the credit of all concerned.

The War Situation 

The 20,122-ton Carnarvon Castle, for- 
merly one of England’s luxury liners on 
the run from Great Britain to South 
Africa, recently engaged an unidenti- 
fied Nazi raider in the South Atlantie, 
The Carnarvon Castle received 22 hits 
and proceeded into Montevido for repairs, 
lt was reported that H.M.S. Enterprise 
was in pursuit of the Nazi raider. 

The problem of defending their ship- 
ping lanes—their life lines—-is an old 
story with the British. They know its 
difficulties. They appreciate its vital re- 
quirements——-ships and bases. Their vision 
and experience are shown in the develop- 
ment of the great base at Singapore after 
the World War, It is one of the strong 
links of that sea power which challenges 
the Nazi raider whenever she may ven- 
ture forth from the bases of continental 
Europe. That British sea power is relent- 
less until the raider disappears from the 
high seas. 

The Royal Navy, the basic element of 
British sea power, is so organized and 
disposed throughout the world that it 
can move against any raider as soon as 
its attacks against the shipping lanes are 
reported. Usually, the first report of the 
fact that a raider has left its KMuropean 
base is the SOS from one or more victims, 
However, in some cases the victim is un- 
able to send an SOS and the fact that a 
raider is active on a specific shipping 
lane is gleaned from the failure of a mer- 
chant ship to reach its destination. When 
one or more ships operating on the same 
lane also fail to reach their destination, 
it is taken as conclusive evidence that a 
raider is in the vicinity and the search 
is on, the same as in the case of an SOS, 

To destroy a Nazi raider, the Royal 
Navy has first to locate the raider, then 
assemble a superior force to bring her to 
action. The simplicity of the statement of 
the problem is misleading as to the diff- 
culty of the solution, that is, the destruc 
tion of the raider. 

The seas are vast and the shipping 
lanes cover thousands of miles. The raider 
has the advantage in that it has the 
initiative as to where it may launch its 
first attack. But once a victim has broad- 
casted an SOS, the raider becomes the 
center of a net which gradually closes un- 
less the raider slips back to its European 
base. The Royal Navy know that the 
raider’s most vital weakness is its fuel 
supply, also, that its only fruitful ground 


of operations are the shipping lanes. 
British sea experience, British cables, 
British radio systems, British Intelli- 


gence Service throughout the world, Brit- 
ish bases, in fact, world-wide British re 
sources are thrown into the scale against 
the raider, and as history has shown time 
and time again, they have forced the raid 
ers to return home, fight and be de 
stroyed, or scuttle themselves. 

Any vessel may be used as a raider, 
hence often the British Admiralty in Lot 
don have not full information of how 
strong a force they must mobilize to sue 
cessfully engage the raider, However, 
their naval dispositions are such that 
eventually they have the superior foree 
at the decisive point where the destruc 
tion of the raider is accomplished. Thal 
certain Nazi raiders are heavily armed 
has lead to reports that British battle 
ships are in the Western Atlantic to sup 
port cruiser operations against Naa 
raiders. 

Aireraft, both from carriers and other 
surface vessels and from shore bases, are 
an indispensable element in anti-raider 
operations, } 

The air phase of the Battle of Brital! 
has continued during the week along the 
sume lines as in the past, with the Brit 
ish making very heavy bombing attacks 
on Nazi bases along the French coast 
from which Nazi raiders can readily reach 
British shipping lanes. 

The numerous bases on the Europe 
coast now at the disposal of Hitler at 
an important factor in necessitating the 
available ships of Royal Navy te be 
“Strung out terribly thin.” 
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Marine Corps Report 

A minimum strength of 50,000 enlisted 
men now appears necessary for the Ma 
rine Corps in view of the existing situa- 
tion and the projected expansion of the 
Naval establishment as a whole, Maj. 
Gen. Thomas Holcomb, commandant of 
the Marine Corps, states in his annual 
report made public this week. 

“The endeavor has been” General Hol- 
comb reports, “to maintain adequate and 
well-trained expeditionary forces of all 
arms ready for instant duty with the 
Fleet, and at the same time provide rea- 
sonable security for naval stations, bases, 
and depots. Careful and constant study 
of the needs of the shore establishment 
has been made with this end in view, and 
with economy of force as a guiding prin- 
ciple. The ability of the Marine Corps to 
support the Flee* effectively and instant- 
ly by offensive and defensive operations 
has been the main consideration. 

“The necessity for an adequate and 
eficient reserve in the execution of the 
mission of the Marine Corps requires con- 
stant improvement in numbers and effi- 
ciency of the Marine Corps Reserve. This 
has been accomplished satisfactorily dur- 
ing the year. 

“In the program of materiel procure- 
ment the paramount consideration has 
heen to build up to the requirements of 
those units designed for immediate ser- 
vice with the Fleet. 

“The materiel requirements in ord- 
nance, engineering, transport, and com- 
munications are being met as quickly as 
the situation permits. High priority has 
heen sought where items necessary for 
the adequate functioning of the units of 
the Fleet Marine Force are procurable 
only in limited quantities due to the slow 
production rates. The Fleet Marine Force 
must be maintained in instant readiness 
and its materiel needs should receive the 
highest possible priority. 

“The Fleet Marine Force continued to 
participate in the Landing Exercises of 
the Fleet. The inestimable value of these 
exercises in the solution of tactical and 
technical problems, in developing under- 
standing, and in perfecting the close co- 
operation requisite in amphibious war- 
fare makes them as essential. Nothing can 
take their place in preparing and train- 
ing for our mission in war.” 

Following are excerpts from General 
Holeomb’s report, which covers the fiscal 
year ended 30 June 1940: °

“The primary objective of all training in 
the Fleet Marine Foree has been to prepare 
units of the Fleet Marine Force for participa 
tion In naval operations involving the cap 
ture and defense of naval bases.

Paymaster General of the Navy 
While there has been some expansion 
of plant and plant facilities for the pro- 
duction of materials and equipment for 
the promotion of the shipbuilding and air 
craft program, it has not kept pace with 
the growing demands, Rear Adm, Ray 
Spear (SC), USN, Chief of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts, states in his 
annual report made public this week, 

“It appears,” Admiral Spear reports, 
“that manufacturers are experiencing dif- 
ficulty or are loath to undertake plant ex 
pansion to meet the growing needs. It is 
apparent that there is much hesitancy in 
the expansion of plant and plant facilities 
due to the restrictions on the employment 
of surplus capital and plant expansion in 
the form of a limitation on the profit and 
the excess profit taxes. The effeet of ex 
isting legislation or of new legislation on 
the expansion of plant and plant facilities 
for the production of military needs of 
the United States, should be given the 
most careful consideration.” 

Excerpts from Admiral Spear’s report, 
covering the fiscal year ended 30 June 
1140, follow:

Restrictive Legislation 

“While there was no new legislation enacted 
during the tiscal year which directly affected 
the execution of contracts by the Federal 
Government, the restrictive legislation of prior 
years, the excess profit taxes, and other regu 
lations of business were reflected In the num 
her of bids received, The bidding, whieh de 
clined rapidly after the enactment of the 
Walsh-Healey Public Contracts Aet, con 
tinued to drop below that of the preceding 
year. For the month of September, the low 
point, the bidding averaged slightly over three 
bids per lot as against an average of 7.49 
bids per lot prier to the Inauguration of the 
Walsh-Healey Public Contracts Act. The 
average for the year was 5.08 per lot. 

“The Act of 28S June 140, to expedite Na 
tional Defense and Other Purposes, contains 
much new legislation to expedite procurement 
by liberalizing some contractual methods, The

Walsh-Healy Act “Disturbing” 

“The Walsh-Healey Public Contracts Act 


continues to be a disturbing factor in the pro 
eurement of some lines of Government sup 
plies, While many of the early difficulties 
have been overcome or otherwise minimized, 
the promulgation of minimum wages has cre 
ated new problems which seem to be diffieult 
to overcome, 


“There are many manufacturers who will 
not bid and take a contract subject to the 
Walsh-IHealey Act, and others who will ae 


cept all provisions of the Act, except the mini 
mum wage determination. Comparatively few 
industries have been the subject of mininum 
wage determinations. Minimum wage deter 
minations in the Tron and Steel Industry, un 
til they were suspended by the action of the 
court, practically eliminated competition in 
this industry. The bidding on steel, while the 
minimum wage determination was in effect, 
was contined to bidders agreeing to the stipu 
lations, and as only one of the two bidders 
agrecing to the stipulations could produce 
stec] within the whole range required by the 
Navy, the bidding was limited on some items 
to one bid. There have been no large cen 
tracts made for steel since the minimum wages 
were restored, so that it has not been possible 
to determine the effect of the minimum wages 
since they were restored through the action 
of the court, 
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Financial Digest 

Facing an all high deficit of approxi 
mately $7,000,000,000 on 30 June next, 
of huge loans to Great Britain and other 
Governments, and the use of our stabili- 
zation funds to protect their currencies, 
the Administration is revealing by its 
auction the fiscal policies it proposes to 
pursue, Additional money is to be raised 
by increased taxation, the limit on the 
National Debt is to be raised to $65,000,- 
000,000, the tax exempt privilege on all 
future issues of Federal bonds and notes 
is to be abandoned, (a precedent for like 
action by States and Municipalities), 
and authority is to be sought from Con- 
eress to sell directly to the public, “baby 
bonds” in demoninations as low as $5, 
and even to sell bond stamps for as little 
as 25 cents. Mr. Morganthau says the 
Government will have to raise “an awful 
lot of money.” That he is correctly esti- 
mating the need is shown by the Treas 
ury estimate that the expenditures for 
the current fiscal year will total $12,- 
058,000,000 against estimated receipts 
of $8,424,000,000, and the aggregate bud- 
get figures of expenses for the next fiscal 
year will be more than $15,000,000,000. 
Included in the latter will be a tenta- 
tive estimate of $2,700,000,000, which is 
to be advanced to Great Britain. Secre 
tary Morganthau, while praising Brit- 
ain’s financial situation, insists she has 
not applied for a loan. Secretary of 
Commerce Jones, likewise stressing Brit- 
ain’s worth, is saying that before loans 
can be made authority therefor must 
be granted by Congress. The late Lord 


Lothian declared his Government must 
have money in order to continue the 
wir and at the same time excoriated 


the “fantastic” notion of trying to collect 
war debts. Simultaneously, there was a 
dispatch from London, upon which 
Senators commented, of an advance of 
$40,000,000 to the Chung-King Govern- 
ment of China, 

Involved in this vital matter of rais- 
ing money to meet the huge current and 
impending expenditures and loans to 
Britain, are two factors, which are of 
immediate concern to the Administration 
and the people. They are taxation and 
inflation. As to the former, the <Ad- 
ministration’s program contemplates 
further increases in Corporation taxes 
und the middle brackets of the indivi- 
dual income tax rates, and maintenance 
of present rates on individual earnings 
below $2,500 per annum. In other words, 
ability to pay continues to be the princi- 
ple underlying our taxation policy, with 
Business and those who save, penalized, 
and those who have small incomes pro 
tected so that consumption will not be 
reduced. Clearly, this policy will lead 
to redistribution of the national income. 
That it has Administration endorsement 
is shown by the following quotation from 
a letter from President Roosevelt read 
before the 22nd Annual Convention of 
the American Farm Bureau Federation: 
“To rearm effectively means more than 
men and munitions. It means an equit- 
able distribution of the wealth from our 
unparalleled material resources, help for 
the underprivileged, security for workers 
and farmers, and whatever else is neces- 
sury to keep Democracy a democratic 
force.” Mr. Morganthau also has been 
talking about “slacker money” and 
“drafting” money. All of this forecasts 
legislative proposals, which concerns 
business, because without adequate 
funds and the certainty of profit, capital 
will be timid about investment, plants 
cannot be expanded, and National De 
fense consequently will be retarded. 

The matter of inflation is of as great 
concern to the fiscal authorities as that 
of raising money, and is figuring in all 
their caleulations. The idle money in 
hanks is estimated at $40,000,000,000. 
There is no doubt these funds would be 
used to purchase all the Government se- 
curities available, in spite of low inter 
est rates, For instance the $500,000,000 
of notes, oversubscribed on Wednesday, 
bear a rate of only % of one per cent. 
But such purchases merely mean that 
the banks give their checks to the Treas- 
ury, Which uses the funds they represent 





to pay contractors and others, who in 
turn disburse them for labor and ma- 
terials and living expenses, and then the 
money returns to the banks in the form 
of deposits. Our money supply in curren- 
cy and demand deposits at this time 
totals $41,500,000,000, a third more than 
it was at the peak of the speculative 
period of 1929. With Government spend- 
ing promoting private spending, it is ap- 
prehended that people would engage in 
extravagant buying. Thus the produe- 
tive capacity of the country might be 
affected, and an inflationary spiral might 
begin. To avert these possibilities, Mr. 
Morganthau wants the people rather 
than the banks to buy bonds and saving 


stamps, and, therefore, will seek the 
enabling authority during the coming 
session. 


The great defense value of an institu- 
tion like the General Motors is shown by 
the fact that it is executing orders for 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Canada, amounting to $400,000,000, This 
entails an investment of $100,000,000 by 
General Motors, including additional 
working capital requirements. 





Merchant Marine 
Defense was the keynote at the Ameri- 
can Merchant Marine Conference and 
l4th Annual Convention of the Propeller 
Club of the United States in New Orleans 
this week. Shipping men from all parts 


of the United States heard Rear Adm. 
KXmory S. Land, USN-Ret., chairman of 
the Maritime Commission, state cate- 


gorically that the country today would 
be “in a hell of a fix” if it did not have a 
strong merchant marine, due in large part 
to the shipbuilding revival initiated by 
the Merchant Marine Act of 1936. 

Capt. Howard L. Vickery, USN, a mem- 
ber of the commission, discussed ship- 
building techniques in detail, while Rear 
Adm. Russell R. Waesche, USCG, com 
mandant of the Coast Guard, stated that 
the defense emergency had placed a heavy 
burden upon the Coast Guard—a burden 
which could be carried only if increases 
in personnel and ships were forthcoming. 
“We are seriously concerned,” he stated, 
“with the shortage of men and boats for 
the safeguarding of our principal water- 


fronts.”

fulfill the requirements for armor, leak 
proof fuel tanks, greater fire power, and 
other characteristics. Action to correct 
these deficiencies, Which became apparent 
as a result of actual combat, was begun 


in February, 140, and American air 
planes now being produced will be the 


equal in these respects as they have been 
heretofore in speed, maneuverability, and 
other performance characteristics of the 
best airplanes anywhere in the world, 

While it is not considered to be in the 
interest of national defense to disclose the 
specifications of airplanes now being de 
signed and manufactured in America, it 
Was stated, the War Department feels 
that the public is entitled to assurances 
that not only are our military authorities 
aware of the requirements of modern 
military airplanes, but that the aviation 
industry has been incorporating these re 
quirements in the current production pro 
gram.

Flights by Army Personnel 

Continuing its policy of fostering “air 
mindedness” in all arms and services of 
the Army, the War Department this week 
rescinded previous regulations against re 
quiring personnel to engage in airplane 
flights without their consent and substi 
tuting regulations permitting them to be 
so ordered, 

Paragraph Wb of AR 05-15 formerly 
read: “In time of peace no person subject 
to military law will be required to make 
flights in aircraft against his will unless 
he has previously expressed his willing 

















ness to be put on duty requiring flights 
either continually or at such times as the 
exigencies of the service may require and 
the government induced by his consent 


has assigned him accordingly.” That 
paragraph was this week ordered re 


scinded and the following substituted: 

“8b. Who may be ordered to make flights. 

“(1) Any person in the military service is 
likely, in peace or in war, to be placed on duty 
requiring participation in regular and fre- 
quent flights, or to be required to participate 
in an oceasional flight in the performance of 
military duty, 

“(2) Orders requiring an individual who is 
not on duty requiring participation in regular 
and frequent fights, to participate in an oeca- 
sional flight, do net entitle the individual to 
iving pay. 

“(3) Orders placing an individual on duty 
requiring participation in regular and fre- 
quent flights may be issued only in accord 
anee with the provisions of Executive Order 
No, 5865, 27 June 1982 (see par, 2, AR 35-1480). 
Orders requiring an individual to participate 
in an oceasional flight in the performance of 
military duty may be issued by any person 
having command jurisdiction over the indi 
vidual so ordered, In time of peace, however, 
no person in the military service shall, with- 
out his consent, be required to fly, except with 
the prior approval of the War Department, In 
case of maneuvers or similar activities re- 
quiring the use of alreraft, commanding offi 
cers inmay secure War Department approval in 
ndvance to cover the categories of persons 
who must fly for the proper performance of 
their duties,”

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Christmas in the Services 

Christmas holiday activities in the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps will be 
more than usually elaborate this year. 
The War Department has liberalized its 
furlough regulations to permit more offi- 
cers and men to enjoy Christmas at home 
with their families, while the Navy is tak- 
ing exceptional steps to provide holiday 
cheer to officers and men stationed away 
from home. 

The presence of large units of the U. 8. 
Fleet in Hawail and other points away 
from the mainland is separating thou- 
sands of oflicers and men from their 
families this Christmas. To compensate 
in part for this situation, comprehensive 
plans have been made for Christmas cele 
brations and entertainments on board 
ship, at shore stations, and back home for 
naval families. 

Religious exercises will play a large 
part in the celebration of Christmas in all 
three service branches. Chaplains are 
leaving no stone unturned to preserve the 
Christmas spirit to the fullest degree, and 
in addition to arranging the religious ex- 
ercises also are taking a leading role in 
planning other holiday festivities, 

Officers and men in the fleet at Hono 
lulu and other points have made special 
collections or have utilized their welfare 
funds and other resources to send Christ 
mus presents, greetings and gifts back 
home to their families or to shore sta 
tions for distribution to needy children. 
Ships ure being gaily decorated, each di 
vision taking over the task of appropri 
ately bedecking its own quarters, 

‘Two of the largest shore parties will be 
held at San Diego and Long Beach, Calif., 
with Chaplain Frank Hl. Lash, former 
chaplain of the Battle Force, in charge. 
Naval families will take part and children 
from nearby orphanages will be tem 
porarily “adopted” by unmarried officers 
und men in the service, 

Services and programs in the fleet will 
be supervised by Chaplain William A, 
Maguire, former chaplain of the Scouting 
Force and now chaplain of the Battle 
Force, and Chaplain Ernest L. Ackiss, 
new chaplain of the Scouting Foree, 

Unlike the Navy, the Army's programs 
will differ little from previous years al- 
though a much larger number of soldiers 
will be involved, Posts and stations will 
have religious services and Christmas 
parties for children, in addition to other 
entertainments, dances and holiday ac 
tivities which are being encouraged to the 
utmost by the War Department, Decora- 
tions will be handled for the most part by 
the enlisted men, with the assistance and 
encouragement of the officers, Air Corps 
stations probably will continue their cus 
tom of having Santa Claus arrive by 
plane, Naval air stations will have similar 
uctivities, 

More and more posts, like civilian com- 
munities, are sponsoring big community 
Christmas trees, often lighted with cere- 
monies, Many utilize post bands and sing 
ing groups for song fests and serenades 
with Christmas carols. Army chaplains, 
as usual, will take the lead in religious 
services and will encourage the parties 
and decorations. Especial attention will 
he given to insure a happy Christmas for 
those in hospitals. Relatives and friends 
of soldiers will be included in entertain- 
ments, dances and other activities on the 
reservations, 

The usual big Christmas dinner will be 
offered, Ration allowances call for dis 
tribution of twenty-five ounces of drawn 
turkey or twenty-eight ounces of undrawn 
turkey—better than a pound and a half 
per man. Tlow rations will be utilized is 
determined by the local commissary but 
funds and surplus savings likely 
Will be drawn upon for a bang-up dinner 
with all the fixings, probably topped off 
with cigars and other luxuries,

“Inefficiency or other Unfitness” 


The War Department this week set 
down examples of “inefficiency and un 
fitness” which may operate to retain en 
listed men in the $21 a month status be 
yond their first four months. Under the 
new pay law the first four months of 
original enlistment are paid at the rate of 
$21 a month, after which men in the 
seventh pay grade are entitled to S30 a 
month unless their “inefficiency or unfit 
ness” has been determined, Their status 
will be determined by the company, de 
tachment, or similar unit commander, 

The War Department states: 

“While it is not possible to enumerate all 
the conditions under which the 7th grade ep 
listed man, otherwise eligible, might be placed 
in the lower pay group, the following ex 
amples of ‘inefficiency and other unfitness’ 
are intended as a guide for all concerned, 

“a. Inaptness. 

“hb. Not amenable to discipline. 

“ce, Unwillingness to adapt himself cheer 
fully to conditions. 

“d. Reduction from a higher grade for in 
efficiency or misconduct. 

“eo. Luck of interest in his work.” 





Honor Bureau Yards, Docks 

The medal of honor of the Association 
of Federal Architects has been awarded 
this year to the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks of the Navy Department, for the 
general excellence of its work. The asso 
ciation’s certificate of honorable mention 
was awarded to the Construction Division 
of the Office of the Quartermaster Gen 
eral, 


During the seven years that these 
awards have been made, the medal of 


honor has gone twice to the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks and three times to the 
Construction Division, OQMG.
